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Carex flexuosa in Minnesota. —The finding of Carex 
flexaosa Muhl. ex Willd. (= C. dehilifi Michx. var. Rudgei 
Bailey*) in Minnesota represents an extension of the known range* 
according to published accounts and data availal)le at the* 
University of Miniu'sota Herbarium. This seelge was collecteel 
October 11, 1041, gre^wing on fine* sanely loam in an eiak forest. 
It was founel on a very gentle sleipe within 50 fe*et eif a small 
swamp. C. gracillitna Schwein., C. .scoparia Schkuhr ex Willel., 
anel C. pennsylmnicn Lam. were* found growing nearby. Thi.‘ 
e*ollection of C. ftexuom was maele* about one*-half mile* south of 
Rice* Lake* in Se*ctie)n 20, T31N, B22W, in southern Anoka 
(’ounty, Miniu'.sota, P. L. 170. The spe*e*inie*ns gathered were* 
examineel anel my iele*ntifie;ation was sustaineel by Doe-teirs (k (). 
Rose*nelahl, F. K. Butters, anel John W. Moore, of the University 
e)f Minnesota. 

On June* 4, 1042, Dr. Me)ore*, to whom I am also indebte*ei for 
valuable he*l|) in e*x|)loring the* available* elata on this seelge*, 
ae’e*ompanie*d me on a speeaal trip te) the loe*ality for the* purpeise* 
of making an adelitional che*e*k e)n the spe*e‘ies. We* found ('. 
flexuosa with its pe'rigynia practically full-grown anel a set of 
id(*ntifiable* s|)ecime*ns was e^btaiiu'd. Spe*cimens of the* associateel 
speeaes ('. gracilUvia, C. seoparia, C. pennsglvanica, and ('. 
hrutineseeths (Pers.) Poir. were.* alse) e*olle'cte*el. 

The culms eif the C. jlexuosa plants gathe*rexl in the* fall were* 
about one me*te*r tall, while* those* e’ollected in June* were about 
half this lu'ight. lioth ceillections (P. L. 170 anel P. L. 205), as 
we*ll as the e)the*r species me*ntione*el, have been elepositeel in the* 
University of Minnesota Herbarium. 

The pearest previeius repe)rt fe)r C. flexuosa was in Wisconsin.- 
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A closely re*late*d specie's, C. dehilis Michx. var. pubera A. Gray 
(= C. allegheniensis Macke*nzie*), has bce*n e'rre)ne*e)usly reiporte'el 
for Minne*sota.’ At the sugge*stie)n of Dr. M. L. Fe*rnalel the* 
specimen in the* Uniteel State's Natieinal He'rbarium was e;he‘e‘ke'el 
by Dr. Fre*de*rick J. He'rmann anel founel te) be* C. assiuiboiuenxis 
W. Boott, a common resiele.'iit e)f Minne*se)ta.— Paul C. Le.mon, 
Universitv of Minnesota. 
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
